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Unanswered  Questions  at 
Heated  Hill  Ballpark  Meeting

Many  Potrero  Hill  residents'  questions 
about  the  proposed  China  Basin  ballpark 
remained  unanswered  Jan.  30  when  San 
Francisco  Giants  came  to  the  neiglibor- 
hood's  Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn.  to 
offer  a  variety  of  promises,  while  ball- 
park opponents  countered  with  predic- 
tions of  significant  problems  for  Potrero 
Hill  and  the  city  as  a  whole. 

The  heated  debate  at  the  meeting  was 
a  prelude  to  the  decision  Potrero  Hill 
residents  and  others  in  the  city  will  have 
to  make  March  26,  when  they  vote  on 
Prop.  B  on  the  city  ballot,  to  change  zon- 
ing, height  limits  and  other  city  code 
provisions  to  permit  the  Giants  and  the 
City  to  negotiate  over  the  development 
of  a  ballpark  at  China  Basin. 

In  1987,  when  a  ballpark  requiring  sig- 
nificant public  financing  was  proposed 
for  7th  and  Townsend  Streets,  Potrero 
HiJ]  voters  suid  'no'  by  an  overwhelming 
74  percent,  while  the  cilywide  'no'  vote 
was  a  far  closer  53  percent.  Two  years 
later,  when  the  ballpark  proposal  had 
shifted  to  the  Cliina  Basin  area.  Hill  vot- 
ers rejected  the  measure  by  a  58  percent 
tally,  while  the  citywide  vote  was  51  per- 
cent 'no.'  That  proposition,  which  also 
called  for  public  financing,  was  voted 
upon  less  than  a  month  after  the  massive 
Lome  Pri,eta  earthquake. 

What  would  be  the  effects  on  Potrero 
Hill  if  Prop.  B  were  to  pass  and  the 
stadium  were  to  be  built  at  China  Basin? 
Concerns  of  most  Hill  residents  reflect 
fears  of  increased  traffic  —  and  even 
parking  —  in  this  neighborhood. 

Pointing  to  the  promise  of  Caltrans, 
BART,  Muni  Metro  and  even  ferry  serv- 
ice for  games,  even  Giants  representa- 
tives have  said  that  they  hope  nearly  50 
percent  of  ballpark  attendees  would 
take  public  transportation.  But  many 
Hillers  are  extremely  skeptical  that  such 
a  high  level  of  public  transit  will  be  used 
or  even  exist. 

Boosters  President  Dick  Millet  told  the 
group  that  the  Giants'  own  traffic  con- 
sultant had  admitted  that  6th  and  7th 
Streets  will  be  jammed  and  people  will 
end  up  using  the  Mariposa  and  Vermont 
Street  exits  to  get  to  the  parking  lots  in 
Mission  Bay. 

And  Tony  Dominski,  a  resident  of  the 
"Dogpatch"  area  in  lower  Potrero  Hill, 
predicted  that  "with  people  driving  in 
from  the  south,  Minnesota,  Tennessee, 
Illinois  and  Third  Street  arteries  will  be 
so  clogged  they'll  have  a  heart  attack." 

Giants  representative  Jack  Bair  did 
not  dispute  the  likelihood  of  increased 
traffic  through  Potrero  Hill  as  a  result 
of  a  China  Basin  ballpark.  He  was,  how- 
ever, skeptical  about  the  possibility  of 
many  fans  parking  on  the  Hill  and  then 
taking  what  he  said  would  be  a  45  min- 
ute walk  to  the  ballpark,  which,  he 
noted,  would  be  1.7  miles  from  20th  and 
Connecticut  Streets. 

A  number  of  Hill  residents  were  also 
concerned  about  the  possibility  of  glare 
from  the  ballpark  lights  —  which  will 
even  be  taller  than  the  145  feet  struct^ 
ure.  One  woman  at  the  hieeting  noted 
that  the  lights  from  the  Mission  Bay 


driving  range  blinded  her  even  inside  her 
house. 

Bair,  however,  said  that  the  China 
Basin  ballpark  —  like  all  recently 
built  urban  ballparks  —  would  use 
theater  lights  that  would  light  the  field, 
not  the  stands.  "Across  the  street  from 
the  new  park  in  Denver,"  he  claimed, 
"you  can't  even  see  their  lights." 

Another  issue  of  contention  between 
ballpark  supporters  and  opponents  was 
whether  the  ballpark  would  simply  be 
used  for  81  baseball  games  or  whether 
this  open-air  facility  miglit  be  used  for 
rock  concerts  and  other  performances 
on  days  when  there  are  no  games. 

Bair  claimed  the  Giants'  financial  pro- 
jections were  based  on  the  ballpark's  "use 
for  baseball  only,"  but,  he  added,  "it 
would  be  irresponsible  to  rule  out"  other 
uses.  As  examples  of  other  uses,  he 
mentioned  appearances  by  Pope  John 
Paul  n  or  South  African  leader  Nelson 
Mandela.  Anything  else,  he  said  "would 
Unvf.  to  be  highly  governed  by  restrict- 
ions on  noise  and  liglUing." 

The  actual  ordinance  on  which  people 
will  be  voting,  however,  tells  a  different 
story.  The  measure  lists  as  a  related 
commercial  use,  "live  music  performan- 
ces and  other  forms  of  live  entertain- 
ment." 

Of  the  more  than  50  Potrero  Hillers 
at  the  Boosters'  session,  it  appeared  that 
the  majority  had  serious  concerns  about 
the  ballpark's  effects  on  the  Hill  and  the 
city,  but  some  were  clearly  supporters. 
One  strong  supporter  there  was  a  former 
Hill  resident  —  and  neighborhood  native 
—  whose  career  was  associated  witli  a 
different  kind  of  sport:  football.  Form- 
er '49ers  executive  Lou  Spadia  recalled 
his  childhood  on  Potrero  Hill  and  stress- 
ed, "Seals  Stadium  being  over  there  kept 
a  lot  of  kids  my  age,  including  myself, 
out  of  trouble.  Don't  run  the  Giants 
away."  He  also  pooh-poohed  the  many 
concerns  voiced  during  the  evening  about 
traffic,  and  said,  "Let  the  traffic  engin- 
eers take  care  of  the  traffic." 

Many  Potrero  Hill  residents  also  ex- 
pressed worries  about  the  procedures 
that  will  take  place  following  passage  of 
Prop.  B.  The  measure  stipulates  that 
"any  provision  of  this  ordinance  may  be 
amended  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  shall  not  require  the  vote  of  the 
electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco." 

Several  speakers  noted  the  apparent 
haste  with  which  Prop.  B  has  been  plac- 
ed on  the  ballot.  Miller  John  De  Castro 
described  it  as  "putting  the  cart  before 
the  horse;  voting  on  zoning  changes  be- 
fore having  an  Environmental  Impact 
Report." 

The  Giants'  Bair  tried  to  assuage  the 
group's  fears  and  emphasized  that  if 
Prop.  B  passes,  "there  will  have  to  be  a 
myriad  of  public  review  processes  and 
hearings." 

But  one  Hill  activist,  who  asked  that 
her  name  not  be  used,  remained  uncon- 
vinced. "With  the  Mayor  and  so  many 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
pushing  for  this  ballpark,  how  do  we  have 
the  assurance  that  the  public  review 
process  will  really  be  thorough?"  she 
asked.

"Sylvia,  1  know,  will  carry  on  the 
type  of  community  police  work 
we  have  been  doing  down  here," 
said  Hettrick,  who  notes  he  is  un- 
sure where  he  will  be  next  assign- 
ed.

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  PLANS  REVEALED: 

Designation  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  as  a  "Consent  Decree"  institution  with 
an  added  budget  of  $250,000  encouraged  parents,  teachers  and  community  leaders 
who  had  been  active  in  trying  to  improve  education  at  PHMS.  The  Decree  program 
to  be  implemented  in  the  Spring  1986  semester  was  to  "set  up  new  teaching  skills  to 
aid  improved  learning  and  student  achievement."  Other  needs  to  be  met  were:  a 
nurse  or  a  full-time  health  aide,  curriculum  materials,  reduction  in  class  sizes,  a 
study  hall,  and  a  full  maintenance  crew. 

MARTIN  de  FORRES  HOUSE  LOSES  LEASE: 

Martin  de  Porres  House,  where  free  meals  had  been  offered  to  the  needy  for  15  years, 
was  refused  a  new  lease  at  their  facility  at  23rd  St.  near  Bryant  and  was  having  diffi- 
culty in  finding  a  new  building.  Volunteer  Barbara  Collier,  then  a  de  Porres  volunteer 
for  10  years,  stated,  "We  have  to  have  a  place.  It's  our  family  and  our  family  is  being 
evicted."  Another  volunteer,  Carol  Arete,  declared,  "If  we  have  to,  well  be  serving 
off  the  back  of  a  truck." 

MISSION  BAY  REPORT  DRAWS  CRITICISM: 

Both  the  contents  and  the  timing  of  the  long-awaited  Policies  and  Objectives  Report 
for  the  Mission  Bay  development  drew  criticism  from  community  groups  at  a  "packed 
forum"  held  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning.  The  groups  insisted  that  an  agree- 
ment on  a  statement  of  objectives  and  policies  must  be  a  first  order  of  business  —  to 
guide  the  planning  process.  Instead,  said  critics,  consultants  hired  by  City  Planning 
"have  been  developing  diagrams  and  plans."  City  Planning  Director  Dean  Maoris 
emphasized  that  the  report  was  a  "very  general  document:  not  really  the  meat  of  the 
process  yet,"  and  Mission  Bay  Project  Director  Alec  Bash  claimed  "answers  will  gel 
worked  out  over  time." 

LIBRARY  PROGRAM  AIMS  AT  SUCCESS  IN  SCHOOL: 

Parents  of  children  up  to  age  14  were  invited  to  participate  in  a  variety  of  free  pro- 
grams and  services  designed  to  demonstrate  how  they  could  help  their  children 
succeed  in  school.  The  project,  sponsored  by  the  Potrero  Branch  Library  and  its 
adult  literary  program,  was  funded  by  a  grant  of  $12,000  from  B.  Daiton  Bookseller. 
A  series  of  workshops  and  study  groups  were  to  be  held  at  times  most  convenient 
for  parents  and  led  by  people  with  expertise  in  education,  counseling  and  parenting.

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Many  Mourn  Young  Man 
Murdered  at  16th  &  Carolina

A  tearful  candlelight  vigil  greeted 
home-bound  Potrero  Hill  commuters 
Friday  evening,  Jan.  26,  as  more  than 
150  mourners  gathered  at  the  corner  of 
16th  and  Carolina  Streets  to  remember 
23-year-old  Joshua  White,  murdered 
there  one  week  before. 

"Don't  be  driven  by  anger  and  rage," 
pleaded  one  speaker,  as  the  stanzas  of 
Amazing  Grace  rose  over  the  crowd  and 
into  the  chill  air.  "But  use  the  power  of 
love  and  peace." 

According  to  police,  Joshua  White  — 
JoJo  to  his  friends  —  died  from  a  single 
bullet  wound  to  the  chest,  Friday  Jan.  19 
at  about  5:45  p.m.  White  had  been 
driving  with  four  other  men,  and  had 
pulled  his  vehicle  over  to  a  dark  spot  so 
one  of  his  passengers  could  urinate. 
While  this  passenger  was  out  of  the  car 
he  was  approached  and  confronted  by  the 
suspect,  described  by  Homicide  Inspector 


Vince  Repetto  as  "a  darlt-skinned  Latin 
male  in  his  20s,  about  5-foot-nine-inches 
tall,  husky,  with  a  moustache  and  goatee, 
and  wearing  a  49er's  cap." 

The  suspect  followed  the  man  back  to 
White's  car.  where  he  produced  an  auto- 
matic pistol  and  demanded  money  from 
White.  Witnesses  in  the  car  told  police 
White  responded  by  trying  to  placate  the 
suspect,  but  when  White  attempted  to 
start  the  engine,  the  suspect  shot  him 
once  in  the  chest  and  walked  off. 

He  took  no  money  from  either  the 
victim  nor  from  the  passengers  in  the 
car,  police  said. 

According  to  the  victim's  father, 
Derrel  Myers,  White's  passengers  bundled 
him  into  the  back  of  the  car  and  rushed 
him  to  nearby  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital,  where  he  was  pronounced  dead. 

Myers  said  witnesses  in  the  car  told 
him  that  his  son's  last  words  had  been, 
"One  love." 

White  had  recently  been  hired  at  Mar-

capped  and  at  the  Cross  Cultural  Family 
Center. 

"He  was  just  blossoming  in  the  last 
six  months,"  said  Myers,  a  Height 
Ashbury  resident.  Myers  said  his  son 
was  also  involved  in  several  community 
and  humanitarian  causes,  including 
organizing  a  community  basketball  team 
and  demonstrating  for  world  peace  and 
economic  justice. 

No  arrests  had  been  made  by  View 
press  time,  but,  according  to  Inspector 
Repetto,  investigations  had  produced  a 
fifth  witness  to  the  killing.

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Potrero  School  to  Pioneer 
'Respect  for  Diversity'  Course

In  an  effort  to  integrate  anti-hate, 
social  action  and  pro-empathy  education 
into  the  school  district,  an  in-depth 
"Respect  for  Diversity"  course  will  be 
introduced  into  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  and  other  San  Francisco  schools 
later  this  year. 

Henney  Kelly,  Holocaust  Resource 
Teacher  for  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  recently  held  a  two- 
day  Holocaust  Instructional  workshop 
for  more  than  40  educators,  with  the 
goal  of  educating  70-100  teachers  over 
a  two  year  period.  Kelly  explained  that 
the  course  is  designed  to  address  the 
lack  of  sensitivity  and  racism  occurring 
among  youth,  by  linking  Holocaust 
teachings  with  school  subjects  (Holo- 
caust and  slavery  education  are  required 
under  California  state  law).  By  linking 
it  with  Literature,  Social  Studies.  Art 
and  the  Humanities,  educators  can 
demonstrate  how  genocide  is  the  end 
result  of  prejudice,  bigotry  and  hatred. 

"All  Jews  were  victims,"  Kelly  said, 
"but  not  all  victims  were  Jews.  There 
were  victims,  bystanders,  perpetrators, 
people  who  helped.  Education  is  trying 
to  speak  to  the  bystanders  and  tell  them 
they  can  be  in  the  position  of  helpers." 

In  Science,  students  would  examine 
the  Holocaust  Victims'  diet  and  its 
effects.  Social  Studies  and  History 
classes  would  present  the  overall  history, 
and  Math  would  demonstrate  the  death 
and  devastation  through  numbers.  An 
intricate  examination  of  the  Holocaust 
can  be  achieved  across  the  curriculum. 
Kelly  noted. 

Kelly,  an  English  and  Health  Teacher 
since  1964,  working  at  Horace  Mann, 
Presidio  and  Wilson  for  22  years,  said 
the  progrnm  will  orovide  the  students 
with  numerous  facts,  documentaries 
and  photos  without  terrifying  them. 
Terror  is  not  necessary  in  order  to 
teach,  she  emphasized.  The  course  will 
lead  into  current  events  in  places  such 
as  Bosnia,  Cambodia  and  Africa,  showing 
the  students  that  they,  as  individuals, 
have  a  choice  between  good  and  evil. 
If  they  are  a  bystander  doing  nothing, 
that  is  also  a  choice. 


To  gather  background  information  for 
the  workshop,  Kelly  traveled  with  44  edu- 
cators from  the  American  Federation  of 
Teachers  (AFT)  to  Poland  and  Israel.  In 
Poland  the  group  visited  the  Auschwitz- 
Birkenau,  Majdanek  and  Treblinka  death 
camps.  The  first  hand  look  at  the  me- 
morials (thousands  of  granite  stones  laid 
to  represent  each  soul  who  died,  barracks 
piled  high  with  shoes  worn  by  those  who 
were  enslaved,  a  mountain  of  ash  and 
bones  in  a  crematory,  etc.),  coupled  with 
historical  facts,  figures,  and  lectures 
from  Holocaust  experts,  provided  them 
with  an  abundance  of  knowledge  to  pass 
on  to  their  peer  educators  across  the 
country. 

Kelly  hopes  this  program  will  move 
youngsters  from  antagonism  to  empathy. 
"You  need  to  remove  the  victims,  point 
out  that  anyone  can  be  a  victim,  and  take 
bystanders  who  will  be  quiet  when  some 
bully  says  something,  and  teach  them  to 
say,  'That's  not  cool  and  I  will  not  be  a 
part  of  it.'  They  can  learn  how  to  say 
'no'  in  a  way  that  will  still,  hopefully,  be 
constructive  and  not  lead  into  a  fight 
where  (they)  feel  threatened." 

She  wants  to  begin  the  program  at 
Potrero  Hill  and  Presidio  Middle  Schools 
because  they  are  inner  city  campuses. 
Utilizing  the  diversity  and  ethnic  back- 
ground of  students,  they  can  be  shown 
that  their  actions  do  not  have  to  mirror 
those  of  their  ancestors,  Kelly  stressed. 
Understanding  the  feelings  of  someone 
else  who  is  hurt,  can  guide  people  toward 
positive  attitudes  and  behavior. 

Kelly  also  brings  to  this  effort  her  ex- 
perience in  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  — 
traveling  to  Mississippi,  registering  voters, 
and  walking  with  the  Late  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.  in  Chicago,  fighting 
against  segregated  schools.

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Potrero  Teen  Finds  Voice 
As  Higii  School  Journalist 


HILL  ART  OPENING

A  new  journalism  program  at  Down- 
town High  School  has  helped  Potrero 
teen  l^rnest  Jones  find  his  literary  voice. 

"They  liked  how  I  write,"  said  the  17- 
year-old  reporter,  "and  they  asked  me, 
did  I  want  to  be  part  of  a  school  paper? 

Jones  said  yes.  Jones  told  the  View 
he  had  not  always  liked  writing,  but  dis- 
covered he  had  talent  after  his  teachers 
pointed  it  out.  "I  thought  writing  would 
be  a  good  idea  because  that  way  I  could 
let  the  other  students  know  how  1  feel 
about  things  and  give  my  point  of  view," 
he  said. 

Jones'  newspaper  is  called  Hie  Scor- 
pion, in  honor  of  the  Mission  District 
high  school's  mascot.  According  to 
English  teacher  Donna  Kay  Leczel,  the 
program  started  as  a  result  of  class 
overcrowding  in  September  of  last  year. 

"I  was  asked  to  lake  on  a  couple  of 
classes  because  class  sizes  were  too 
big.  And  J  said,  'sure,  if  I  can  teach 
journalism,"'  Leczel  said.  Though  a 
veteran  of  the  San  Francisco  school 
system,  Leczel  is  new  to  Downtown 
High.  Her  last  assignment  was  as  a  con- 
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sultant  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  in 
Botswana,  southern  Africa,  where  she 
helped  develop  teacher  training  programs. 
This  is  her  first  journalism  class. 
Teacher  Sherry  Bass  also  helps  teach 
the  class. 

Jones  and  the  1 4  other  students  in 
Leczel's  class  are  not  only  learning  re- 
porting and  writing,  but  also  valuable 
computer  skills.  The  class  is  equipped 
with  a  brace  of  powerful  Macintosh 
computers  with  PageMaker  programs, 
and  a  $900  scanner  is  en  route.  The 
scanner  will  allow  students  to  illustrate 
their  paper  with  photos  and  art. 

"It's  real  important  that  they  learn  how 
to  do  the  layout,"  said  Leczei.  "But,  the 
kids  work  on  improving  their  writing 
skills,  and  that's  really  the  purpose  of 
the  class  —  to  get  kids  to  be  better 
writers  and  more  informed  readers." 

But  to  Jones,  the  most  important  thing 
was  "to  give  the  students  a  voice  because 
there  was  a  lot  of  things  that  were  not 
right  down  at  the  school." 

Things  like  gangs,  according  to  Jones. 
A  continuation  school,  Downtown  High 
is  for  students  that  have  encountered 
trouble  in  the  regular  school  system. 
"I  felt  that  if  I  could  get  the  message  to 
them,  they  could  tell  their  friends  and 
we  could  start  from  there,"  Jones  said.

Have  the  Prices  on  Potrero  Hill  Gone  Up? 


The  Ford  Real  Estate  staff  has  once  again  analyzed 
the  sale  statistics  for  Potrero  Hill.  In  1 995,  the 
average  price  of  all  homes  in  all  locations  and 
condition  that  sold  on  the  Hill  was  $295,290.  That's
